G O D O Y , P R IN C E O F P E A C E 
When reading the history of Spain, we often imagine 
that we are in the midst of some Asiutic empire. 
In 
Ilindostan, before it became British, in Persia and Tur­ 
key, even to this hour, the sudden elevation of a vaJet, 
or a barber, to the highest dignities of the state may be 
eonsidereil as an event quite in the ordinary course of 
things. 
Since (he Bourbons have occupied the Spanish 
throne many instances have occurred of similar pro­ 
motions. 
But I remember no occurrence of this dis- 
eription so remarkable lor the many disasters to which 
it gave rise, as the sudden step which the joint favor of 
the king and queen enabled Godoy to make, from the 
rank of a cadet to an office which constituted him for 
several years the real sovereign of the Peninsula.

Mill Pond. 
They resided together as man and wife.— 
It appeared in evidence that the deceased had been 
beaten several times by Paine during the day ; that he 
had threatened to kill her. 
It also appeared that Paine 
went into the yard in the course of the afternoon and 
cut a piece o f line from a clothes-line, which he car­ 
ried to his chamber. 
A severe wound was found upon 
the wom an’s head, and a slight scratch upon her neck. 
T w o resjieclable physicians 
examined the 
body, and 
their opinion was that the immediate cause o f her death 
was the violence used upon her. 
The jury returned the 
billowing verdict, at half past three o ’clock, yesterday 
morning, viz :— 
“ That in their opinion, the immediate cause of the 
death of Rebecca Jones, alias Paine, was by violence, 
and a blow or blows upon the head, inflicted by John 
Paine.” 
I le was yesterday morning committed to prison for 
safe keeping uutil examined. 
H e is 50 or 60 years of 
age, and of notoriously intemperate habits.

man is spoken well of by her neighbors.— S a le m R eg ­ 
ister.
